Work will not be 
resumed until the contract is renewed, 
attempts to negotiate renewal have 
so far failed.

WITHSTAND HEAT 


Secret 
of Non-combustible 


Floor Is Sought in Under- 
writers Laboratory 


Chicago—-OP)—The secret of a - non- 


combustible floor is being sought in 
original tests at the Underwriters' 
Laboratory here-where anything that 
las to do with 
tire or accidents or 


:heir prevention is tested. 


Floors built under secret formulas 


to withstand the most severe heat and 
strain soon will be subjected to a di- 
rect and over heat of up to 2.200 de- 


recs. the approximate maximum at- 


tainable, under heavy floor loads. 


One floor has been constructed and 


another is being built. They will be 
permitted to stand 30 days before the 
tests, however, to permit them to as- 
sume conditions which would obtain 
in actual construction. 


Manufacturers, architects and insur- 


ance companies are deeply interested 
in the foi incoming tests which, it is 
hoped, will produce a floor capable of 
conflriing the fiercest blaze to a single 
story of a building. 


Engineers 
will observe 
the floors 


constantly during the tests, and will 
use instruments of precision for ob- 
serving the 
moment and 
degree of 


buskling in the floors and the temper- 
ature under which the floors give first 
indications of failure. 


No thermometer could register the 


furious heat the tests will involve, and 
seven pyrometers, which permit meas- 
uring the heat electrically, have been 
let into the floor already constructed. 


In the first hour heat or 1,700 de- 


grees will be created by a system of 
gas jets. If the floor holds four hours, 
the heat will measure 2,000 .degrees, 
and at the end of eight hours would 
measure 2.200 degrees.

Grapes wanted for jelly should ho 


Just beginning: to "turn" or ripen. 
Ripe grapes will not. jelly as satisfac- 
torily as unripe ones. 


Grapes for conserves and juice 


should be perfectly ripe. 


Home-made grape juice is delicious 


in iced drinks and more economical 
than the commercial product. 
White 


or blue grapes can be used as pre- 
fered or convenient. 


If you have lots of room for stor- 


age and lots of cans to use the meth- 
od of putting 1 cup of grapes into a 
quart can and filling 
the can with 


boiling water is quick, but if room is

Juice Is preferable. 


GRAPE JUICE 


Wash grapes and pick from stems. 


Put 
into preserving Kettle adding 


boiling water 
to prevent 
burning. 


Cover and place over 
a low 
fire 


kettle, bring to the boiling point and 
cook until the sking leave the pulp. 
Pour into jelly bag and let drip until 
pulp Is dry. 
about 
twelve hours. 


Measure and use 1 cup of sugar to 
four cups of juice.
